The  Port  Officer  examines  the  Pills  of  Plead th  and  in  the 
event  that  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  ship’s  Bill  of  Health,  a 
Medical  Officer  is  summoned  by  the  Officer  of  the  Port  to  in¬ 
spect  the  ship  before  it  is  granted  pratique.  In  the  event  of 
sickness  occurring  on  board  ships  bound  for  Nassau  the  Master 
of  the  ship  advises  the  Port  Medical  Authority  in  advance  by- 
wireless  and  a  Medical  Officer  visits  the  ship  before  granting' 
pratique.  There  have  been  no  diseases  of  a  quarantinable 
nature  discovered  this  year. 


II.  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

(a)  Ordinances. 

The  Health  Rules  of  1934  made  under  The  Health  Act  were 
further  amended  so  as  to  improve  the  standards  of  Milk, 

Housing,  and  Sanitary  Engineering. 

(b)  General  Remarks. 

Pre-Natal  Clinics . 

The  pre-natal  Clinic  is  doing  a  much  needed  work.  It  is 
operated  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Sisteis,  and  attended  by  a 
private  practitioner,  Dr.  H.  Mather  Hare.  Attendance  during 
the  year  664. 


Further  investigation  into  the  problem  of  Nutrition  and 
Malnutiition  was  undertaken  during  the  year  by  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  and  definite  recommendations  by  him  were 
made  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  consideration  of  ways  and  means 
to  overcome  malnutrition  and  improve  nutrition  throughout 
the  Colony. 

This  comprehensive  report  has  been  placed  before  a  Wel¬ 
fare  Committee  for  further  study  of  the  above  problem  during 
the  coming  year. 

Among  the  various  recommendations  the  following  may  be 
mentioned : 

1.  Continuation  of  education  by  the  Health  Department 
as  at  present,  viz.  : 

(a)  Lectures  to  Commissioners  and  School  Teachers. 

(b)  Broadcasts  regarding  diet. 

(c)  Articles  published  in  the  Press. 

(d)  Through  the  Infant  Welfare. 

(e)  Through  Nurses  and  Midwives. 

2.  Additional  effort  in  education  in  this  direction  can  be 
greatly  enhanced  in  the  approval  by  the  Legislature  of  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  School  Medical  Officer  and  a  School  Dentist. 

3.  The  appointment  of  a  qualified  Agronomist  attached  to 
the  Agricultural  Board  could  advise  what  foods  would  thrive 
best  in  the  Bahamian  type  of  soil  and  possibly  reveal  a  product 
which  could  be  grown  locally  for  commercial  export,  viz., 
the  Soya  bean,  or  some  such  development,  possibly. 


(b)  lowering  or  abolishing  the  duty  on  articles  which 
will  encourage  protective  foods  to  be  produced 
in  the  Colony  which  are  not  now  produced. 

Similarly  as  a  result  of  reports  on  the  incidence  of  Syphilis 
in  the  Colony  and  the  incidence  of  malnutrition  in  school- 
children,  the  Government  has  made  provision  for  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  three  additional  District  Medical  Officers,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  seconded  to  the  Hospital  to  help  further  the  Anti- 
venereal  and  Nutrition  Campaigns. 

In  this  connection  it  would  be  appropriate  to  mention  that 
a  private  individual  is  conducting  experiments  in  ascertaining 
what  foods  and  fodders  can  be  economically  and  advantag¬ 
eously  grown  in  Bahamian  soil,  lie  has  offered  to  make  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Health  Board  any  consequential  data  obtained  by 
this  Agronomist. 

School  Hygiene  and  Adult  Welfare  Clinic. 

Owing  to  insufficient  staff  it  has  been  impossible  to  in¬ 
augurate  a  School  Hygiene  Organization  and  an  Adult  Welfare 
Clinic.  However,  by  provision  being  made  for  three  addition¬ 
al  District  Medical  Officers,  it  is  anticipated  that  these  two 
services  can  be  initiated  during  the  coming  year. 

In  the  meantime  the  Infant  Welfare  Nurse  gave  a  series  of 
lectures  in  the  senior  schools  on  personal  hygiene. 

Pre-Natal  Clinic. 

A  Pre-Natal  Clinic  has  been  inaugurated  as  a  part  of  the 
Out  Patients  Department  during  this  year. 


Out  Island  Mid  wives. 


Provision  has  been  made  for  the  subsidizing  of  twelve 
qualified  Midwives  in  the  Out  Islands.  Eight  of  these  ap¬ 
pointments  were  filled  during  the  year.  Each  such  midwife 
sends  a  monthly  report  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  all  cases, 
whether  maternity  or  otherwise,  which  she  has  attended. 

Radio  Broadcasts. 


During  the  past  Summer  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  con¬ 
ducted  a  series  of  radio  broadcasts  on  the  prevention  of  various 
diseases  which  are  or  may  be  encountered  in  the  Colony. 

Similarly  several  lectures  on  public  health  were  given  be¬ 
fore  local  clubs. 


Sanitation. 


Water  Supply.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  from 
chlorinated  city  water  supply  is  1338,  an  increase  of  158  over 
last  year.  Instead  of  public  wells  there  are  63  standpipes  sup¬ 
plying  city  water,  an  increase  of  four  over  last  year. 

The  city  water  is  analysed  weekly.  To  date  the  water  is 
of  a  high  standard  bacteriologically. 


Sewerage  System .  There  are  428  buildings  connected  to 
the  sewerage  system  (an  increase  of  67  over  last  year).  Al¬ 
though  the  sewers  are  not  available  in  certain  inhabitated 
parts  of  the  island,  nevertheless  with  the  improved  water 
supply  and  the  sewerage  system  available,  the  anticipated 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  and  enteritis  is  be¬ 
ing  realised. 


Manufactories.  Dairies,  bakeries,  restaurants,  butcher 
shops,  food  shops,  barber  shops,  and  bottling  factories  must 
have  a  certificate  of  sanitation  before  being  allowed  to  operate. 

Milk.  Dairy  milk  is  also  examined  monthly  or  oftener. 
It  is  considered  under  the  following  types: 
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Certified  Milk.  The  bacterial  count  shall  not  exceed 
30,000  per  cubic  centimeter  and  Coliform  Bacilli  ab¬ 
sent  in  .1  cubic  centimeter.  Milk  to  be  from  tuber¬ 
culin-free  herds. 

Raw  Milk.  Milk  from  negative  tuberculin  and  nega¬ 
tive  abortus  tested  cattle,  the  average  bacterial  count 
not  to  exceed  100,000  per  cubic  centimeter  and 
Coliform  Bacilli  absent  in  .01  c.c. 

Raw-to-Plant  Milk.  Milk  intended  for  pasteurisation. 
Count  shall  not  exceed  200,000  per  cubic  centimeter 
before  pasteurisation. 

Pasteurised  Milk.  Raw  milk,  the  average  bacterial 
count  of  which  did  not  exceed  200,000  per  c.c.  and 
after  pasteurisation  the  bacterial  count  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  100,000  per  c.c.  and  Coliform  Bacilli  absent  in 
.01  c.c. 

Butchers .  All  butchers  are  examined  medically  and  pro- 
mounced  fit  before  being  allowed  to  follow  their  trade. 

Housing.  A  survey  of  housing  conditions  and  sanitation 
in  the  slum  areas  was  conducted  early  in  the  year.  As  a  result 
of  this  survey  a  considerable  number  of  dilapidated  buildings 
have  been  condemned  and  demolished  and  overcrowding  in 
slum  areas  has  been  greatly  reduced. 

Typhoid  Fever.  Analyses  of  sources  of  typhoid  fever  show 
that  90%  of  cases  occur  in  families  who  use  water  from  private 
wells  in  their  back  yards. 

Wells.  Examination  of  water  from  piivate  wells  is  being 
conducted  continually  and  all  wells  found  contaminated  are 
condemned. 

Industrial  School.  Periodic  sanitary  inspection  of  the  In¬ 
dustrial  School  is  carried  out  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 
His  report  is  appended. 

Barracks  and  Prison .  The  Barracks  and  Prison  are  in¬ 
spected  quarterly  with  regard  to  sanitation  by  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officer.  Reports  are  appended. 

Further  data,  relating  more  particularly  to  sanitation  in 
Nassau,  may  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector,  which  is  appended. 


IV.  HOSPITAL. 


The  distribution  of  the  patients  to  the  various  Departments 
-and  results  of  treatments  are  shown  in  the  appended  table. 
The  majority  of  “Relieved”  cases  are  either  venereal  or  were 
transferred  to  the  Out  Patients5  Department,  where  they  were 
eventually  discharged  as  cured.

Nurses’  Routine. 

Lectures  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Medicine,  Psychiatry, 
Dietetics,  Obstetrics,  Surgery  and  Practical  Nursing  are  given 
to  the  undergraduate  Nurses  by  the  Resident  Staff. 

The  standard  of  entrance  for  candidates  in  general  nursing 
requires  applicants  to  possess  a  high  school  leaving  certificate r 
Junior  Cambridge  Certificate  or  equivalent. 

In  1936  the  nurses’  training  course  was  extended  to  four 
years  instead  of  three  years  as  formerly.  Also  during  the  last 
three  months  of  this  four  years  course  each  nurse  is  attached 
to  the  Infant  Welfare  Department  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 

First  Aid  Dressers.  Certain  parts  of  the  Out  Islands  (where 
District  Medical  Officers  only  occasionally  visit)  enjoy  the 
services  of  first  aid  “dressers.”  Suitable  candidates  are  given 
a  course  of  six  months  at  the  Bahamas  General  Hospital  in 
general  training,  including  the  rudiments  of  Nursing,  Nutri¬ 
tion,  Sanitation,  and  Hygiene,  special  attention  being  directed 
towards  recognizing  the  common  native  ailments  and  their 
appropriate  treatment  as  well  as  first  aid  treatment  of  acci¬ 
dents,  etc. 
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Midwifery .  The  course  for  training  in  midwifery  has  been 
extended  to  one  year,  so  that  midwives  in  training  may  spend 
three  months  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Department. 

V.  RESEARCH  WORK. 

Some  research  on  the  Blood  Sedimentation  rate  of  normal 
coloured  individuals  and  on  cases  of  Pellagra  was  performed. 
No  definite  conclusions  have  as  yet  been  reached,  as  the  work 
has  not  been  completed.

REPORT  ON  SANITATION  DEPARTMENT. 


Office  of  the  Board  of  Health, 

Nassau,  Bahamas, 
January  28th.  1938. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1937. 

Inspections  of  Premises, 

The  staff  was  increased  to  six  Sub-Sanitary  Inspectors 
during  the  year  in  order  to  carry  out  special  mosquito  work 
in  addition  to  the  regular  duties.  This  has  resulted  in  marked 
improvement  in  all  the  districts,  as  more  frequent  visits  were 
possible.  It  has  also  made  it  possible  to  carry  out  periodic  in¬ 
spections  of  the  Cable  Beach  properties. 

Mr.  EL  Pyfrom  was  dismissed  on  1st  March,  1937. 

I  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  C,  T,  Eldon  after  a  few 
weeks  illness  on  5th  July,  1937. 

The  staff  is  now  composed  of  the  following:  Messrs.  G.  W. 
Harrison,  John  Nottage,  Victor  Bethel,  Rufus  Ingraham,  W, 
A,  Carey  and  Raymond  Hinder. 

The  Foreman  of  Scavengers,  Mr.  F.  O.  Knowles,  was  on 
two  weeks  leave  during  the  month  of  October. 

The  new  Inspectors  have  shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  work 
and  more  time  has  been  spent  in  the  districts  than  previously. 
The  morale  of  the  staff  has  greatly  improved. 

Inspections  of  premises  (including  food  shops)  was  carried 
out  in  all  districts. 

Comparative  totals  of  yearly  inspections  show  a  large  in¬ 
crease  :

An  officer  was  attached  to  the  Department  for  a  few  weeks, 
training  before  proceeding  to  take  up  duties  in  an  Out  Island. 

Action  was  brought  against  one  of  the  Inspectors  by  a 
householder  foi  depositing  mosquito-destroying  fish  in  a  rain¬ 
water  tank.  The  case  was  dismissed. 

978  Board  of  Health  Orders  were  served  during  the  year,, 
all  of  which  have  been  complied  with,  except  those  on  which 
the  time  limit  has  not  expired,  and  in  certain  cases  where  an 
extension  of  time  was  found  to  be  necessary.

Re  Typhoid  Fever.  There  is  a  marked  decrease  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  of  Typhoid  reported — last  year  there  were  20  cases. 
This  is  the  lowest  figure  in  recent  years  except  for  1933  when 
only  ten  cases  were  reported.  All  cases  except  two  were  hos¬ 
pitalized.  There  was  one  death. 

With  one  exception  these  cases  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  the 
suburban  areas  and  the  source  of  infection  was  traced  to  the  use 
of  drinking  water  from  contaminated  wells.  The  programme 
of  closing  such  wells  has  continued  and  additional  drinking 
fountains  have  been  provided  to  give  greater  accessibility  of 
city  water  to  the  suburban  areas.

A  great  waste  of  water  continued  to  occur  by  abuse  of  the 
standpipes  and  resulted  in  very  sloppy  conditions  but  the  con¬ 
struction  of  seepage  pits  has  eliminated  this  nuisance. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  water  and 
sewer  connections  over  last  year. 

Dairies. 

There  were  three  dairies  producing  Pasteurized  Milk  and 
two  supplying  Raw  Milk.  Regular  inspections  were  made  and 
samples  of  the  milk  tested  periodically,  the  results  of  which 
were  satisfactory.  Two  farms  have  had  a  total  of  20  head  of 
cattle  imported  from  the  U.  S.  A. 

The  usual  tuberculin  testing  of  cattle  from  the  farms  sup¬ 
plying  Raw  Milk  was  done  by  a  private  veterinary  surgeon. 
There  were  no  reactors. 

The  personnel  were  medically  examined  twice  during  the 
year. 

Nearly  all  the  farms  show  improvement  by  the  installation 
of  more  modern  eauipment  and  in  following  the  latest  methods 
of  milk  production. 


Foodshops,  Etc. 


Regular  visits  of  inspection  of  Restaurants,  Butcher  Shops, 
Grocery  Stores,  etc.,  were  made  in  all  districts.  Most  careful 
supervision  has  been  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard  in  the  restaurants.  It  is  now  proposed  to  re¬ 
quire  all  places  serving  cooked  food  or  drinks  to  the  public  to 
keep  a  disinfecting  solution  always  on  hand  for  the  the  steril¬ 
isation  of  glasses,  crockery,  etc.,  after  use. 

The  Licensing  Authority  has  co-operated  with  this  De¬ 
partment  in  an  effort  to  secure  a  higher  standard  of  sanitation 
in  any  new  business  by  requiring  a  certificate  from  this  De¬ 
partment  before  consideration  of  an  application  for  a  licence. 
In  this  way  no  foodsbop  can  be  put  into  operation  unless  it  first 
complies  with  the  Sanitary  Regulations  inter  alia.  This  pro¬ 
cedure  has  worked  very  satisfactorily. 

There  are  seven  Aerated  Water  Plants  in  operation,  some 
of  which  have  installed  the  most  modern  equipment  and  main¬ 
tain  a  high  standard  of  sanitation. 

The  medical  examination  of  all  foodhandlers,  barbers,  etc., 
was  again  performed — a  total  of  almost  4,000  examinations  for 
the  year.  The  amount  collected  for  these  certificates  was 
£190  14s.  Od.  The  fee  was  reduced  to  Is.

Public  Market  and  Slaughterhouse. 

The  Fish  Market  was  screened  and  the  exterior  walls 
painted.  Also  all  the  stalls  were  thoroughly  renovated. 
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Additional  stalls  were  provided  for  the  use  of  vendors  of 
native  basket-work,  etc.

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It  will  be  noted  that  C.  cellulosae  (measles)  in  the  hog  is  one 
of  the  chief  causes  of  condemnation  of  such  carcasses.  It  was 
found  that  90%  of  these  diseased  animals  came  from  Cat 
Island,  so  I  have  asked  the  Commissioner  of  the  island  to  ad¬ 
vise  the  people  as  to  necessary  measures  to  eliminate  this  in¬ 
fection. 


Parts  condemned:  Sheep  and  Goats,  2,511;  Hogs  480; 
Cattle  65. 

The  parts  condemned  were  chiefly  the  lungs,  livers,  plucks, 
heads,  etc.  The  diseases  and  conditions  found  were  chiefly: 
Strongylosis,  Necrosis,  Tuberculosis,  Aspiration,  Choke,  Cir¬ 
rhosis  and  Degeneration. 
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The  total  revenue  from  the  Market  and  Slaughterhouse 
for  the  year  amounted  to  £922,  which  is  slightly  less  than  the 
previous  year. 

Communal  Latrines. 

There  are  seven  Latrines  in  use,  distributed  as  follows: 
Pond  District  2,  Port  Fincastle  Area  1,  Mason’s  Addition  2, 
Market  (City)  1,  Raw  son  Square  1. 

Another  public  convenience  in  the  City  is  most  desirable, 
as  the  demands  on  the  present  conveniences  are  very  heavy. 

All  latrines  were  whitewashed,  painted,  etc.,  during  the  year. 

The  connection  of  latrines  with  electricity  is  new  in  progress. 


Drains. 


The  cleaning  and  flushing  of  the  underground  storm  water 
drains  were  performed  regularly  in  conjunction  with  the  Public 
Works  Department,  and  there  were  but  few  complaints  about 
odours  from  this  source. 

The  catch-basins,  which  were  a  source  of  mosquito  breed¬ 
ing,  were  oiled  weekly.  One  Inspector  was  assigned  to  this 
work. 

Horse-drawn  Cab  Stands  were  washed  down  two  and  three 
times  each  week.  In  this  connection  a  small  portable  pump 
was  installed  on  the  water-waggon  for  pumping  salt  water  for 
flushing  purposes.  This  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  and 
effected  a  considerable  saving. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  greatly  improved  the 
drainage  on  East  Shiiley  Street  by  constructing  storm  sewers 
underground. 

Street  Sweeping. 

There  were  seven  gangs  of  three  men  each  and  two  addi¬ 
tional  men  on  “one-man  beat”  work  during  the  year.  The  use 
of  the  “one-man  beat”  system  was  anew  departure  and  has 
worked  most  satisfactorily  in  maintaining  the  busy  sections 
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of  the  City  and  Cab  Stands,  etc.,  in  a  clean  condition.  All 
streets  in  the  City  proper  are  swept  daily — -Bay  Street  being 
swept  twice  daily.  Streets  in  the  suburban  area  are  swept  on 
an  average  of  three  times  a  week. 

An  improved  type  of  cart  made  locally  for  the  collection  of 
sweepings  has  been  put  into  service.  It  is  constructed  with 
pneumatic  tyres;  covers  are  also  provided,  thus  preventing 
the  refuse  being  blown  out  of  the  cart. 

The  daily  wage  for  the  sweepers  and  other  common  labour¬ 
ers  was  increased  to  4s. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  street  sweeping  during  the 
year  was  £1,415  6s.  lid. 

Garbage  Collection  and  Disposal. 

This  service  was  carried  out  quite  satisfactorily. 

There  were  three  trucks  (5J  cu.  yds.  each)  working  daily 
and  a  spare  truck  worked  about  two  days  in  each  week.  This 
spare  truck  is  worn  out  and  will  be  replaced  by  a  modern 
garbage  collector  in  1938. 

A  bi-weekly  service  was  maintained  in  the  extreme  Eastern 
and  Western  Districts,  while  the  principal  parts  of  the  City 
continued  to  receive  a  daily  service. 

As  a  result  of  greater  vigilance  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
in  demanding  the  thorough  cleaning  up  of  premises,  there  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  garbage  collected.  The 
following  are  details  in  this  connection :

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A  new  site  was  chosen  for  dumping  of  garbage  on  private 
land  in  a  swampy  area.  This  will  serve  as  a  reclamation 
scheme,  also  create  land  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes,  or 
a  sports  ground,  etc.  The  garbage  is  burned  twice  daily  and 
this  means  of  disposal  is  satisfactory  except  during  the  rainy 
season,  when  burning  is  impossible  and  in  such  events  fly¬ 
breeding  results. 

Anti-Mosquito  Campaign. 

A  campaign  to  eradicate  mosquito  breeding  was  begun 
about  the  middle  of  the  year.  The  results  have  been  most 
encouraging,  as  rarely  now  is  there  any  nuisance  from  mos¬ 
quitoes  in  the  city  area. 

The  chief  measures  adopted  were: 

(a)  The  introduction  of  larvae-destroying  fish  ( Cambusia 
affinis )  into  rain-water  tanks  and  other  receptacles.  These  fish 
were  found  in  the  lakes  on  the  island  by  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  during  his  experiments  with  tropical  fish.  Over  300 
tanks  and  wells  have  been  stocked  with  these  fish,  which  have- 
done  magnificent  work. 

(b)  Requiring  the  proper  covering  and  screening  of  tanks, 
barrels  and  other  receptacles,  or  discontinuance  of  their  use. 
This  was  found  to  be  the  chief  foci  of  mosquito  breeding. 

(c)  The  oiling  of  storm-water  drains  where  necessary  once 
a  week. 

(d)  Filling  in  of  lowlying  areas  where  stagnant  water  re¬ 
mained  after  heavy  rains.  To  correct  this  is  a  difficult  and 
expensive  problem,  but  this  Department  has  dumped  over  300 
loads  of  sand  dredged  from  the  harbour  on  the  worst  places  on 
private  property  and  many  more  loads  were  hauled  by  property 
owneis.  By  continuing  tT  is  practice  there  will  be  a  gradual 
reduction  of  such  breeding  places. 

Education  of  the  public  along  these  lines  will  be  the  most 
effective  measure  but  this  will  take  time.  The  public  has  co¬ 
operated  very  well  indeed. 
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Housing. 

Housing  conditions  have  received  closer  attention  and 
many  unsightly  and  insanitary  hovels  have  been  removed.  In 
the  Eastern  District  about  thirty  premises  have  been  totally 
demolished  in  such  places  as  “24-Button  Yard”  and  the  Pond 
district. 

This  programme  has  naturally  to  be  of  a  gradual  nature  in 
order  that  no  undue  hardships  are  caused.  Also  as  a  result  of 
these  measures  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  many  premises,  particulaily  tenements. 

Overcrowding  is  common  in  many  tenements  and  close  at¬ 
tention  has  been  necessary  to  maintain  the  standards  required 
by  the  Public  Health  Amended  Rules  1937.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  work 
performed  by  the  Government  Bacteriological  Laboratory 
during  the  year  1937. 

General  Laboratory  Work  for  the  Bahamas  General  Hos¬ 
pital,  Infant  Welfare  and  private  practitioners  consisted  chiefly 
of  the  following  examinations:  Urinalysis,  Sputa,  Blood  Par¬ 
asites,  Blood  Chemistry,  Blood  Matching  and  Grouping, 
Blood  Cultures,  Faeces,  Cerebro-spinal  Fluid,  G.  C.  Smears, 
Autogenous  Vaccines,  Widals,  Pathological  Sections,  Basal 
Metabolism  Tests,  etc. 

Lepers.  Routine  nasal  smears  were  performed  on  the 
occupants  of  the  Carmichael  Leprosorium.  No  patient  with 
three  consecutive  smears  was  found. 

Basal  Metabolism  tests  were  performed  on  both  Hospital 
and  private  patients. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Work  consisted  as  usual  of  weekly 
examinations  of  samples  of  water  (291  City,  58  private  wells, 
carbonated  water,  etc.)  and  monthly  milk  examinations.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  the  city  water  maintained  its  usual  high  standard 
and  purity.  On  several  occasions  complete  water  analyses 
were  performed  for  the  Public  Works  Department.  These 
samples  were  obtained  from  areas  from  whence  it  was  hoped 
to  augment  the  city  supply. 

Medico-Legal  Examinations  continued  to  be  performed  for 
the  Attorney  General  and  Police  Department.  These  consisted 
of  articles  chiefly  for  Blood  Stains,  Seminal  Stains,  Poisons,  etc. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  post  mortem  examinations  is 
recorded  (49  more  than  last  year).

Venereal  Disease  Clinic. 

Syphilis.  During  the  year  the  combined  courses  of  N.A.B. 
and  Bismuth  were  cut  from  28  (8  N.A.B.  and  20  injections 
consecutively)  weeks  to  10  weeks  (10  N.A.B.  and  20  Bismuth 
concurrently),  thus  two  more  injections  of  N.A.B.  were  given 
in  a  course  than  formerly.  The  patients  withstood  this  con¬ 
centrated  course  well  and  no  more  reactions  were  noted  than 
with  the  prolonged  course. 

The  policy  aimed  at  in  the  clinic  was  to  give  one  course  of 
treatment — two  months  rest — a  second  course  of  treatment 
irrespective  of  Kahn  reaction — two  months  rest — and  a  third 
course  if  the  Kahn  reaction  was  positive. 

During  the  year,  about  June  15th,  routine  Kahn  tests  were 
instituted  on  all  Hospital  admissions,  private  patients  excepted.

I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  I  visited  the  Boys  In¬ 
dustrial  School  periodically  during  the  year  1937. 

On  each  visit  a  persistent  gain  in  weight  was  noted  in  the 
majority  of  the  boys,  and  the  general  health,  both  mental  and 
physical,  was  found  to  be  excellent. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  Pellagra  during  the  year.  Thirty- 
four  boys  were  referred  to  the  Bahamas  General  Hospital  La¬ 
boratory  for  Kahn  Tests  and  those  positive  (2)  were  put  under 
appropriate  treatment. 

Occasionally  a  boy  was  referred  to  the  Bahamas  General 
Hospital  for  hospitalization  but  otherwise  any  treatment  was 
carried  out  at  the  school  under  medical  supervisiom.
